Thousands of People Witnessed 


the Last S«d Rites 


Followed by rss»r«ulve Ceremonies at

Indianapolis, March 18.—Surrounded 


by fully 15,000 of his feltow citizens, the 
remains of Benjamin Harrison

Back a 


distance of DO yards, behind ropes 


uarded zealously by a large force of 
police, stood with uncovered heads the 
great multitude who knew him not so 
v.cll as did they who stood beside the 
freshly upturned earth, but who hon- 
ored him ami admired him quite a$ 
much. 


It ia doubtful if any public man, at 


least in this generation, has been borne 
to his last resting place among so many 
manifestations of respect. 
Of pas- 


passionate grief there wa« little out- 
side the members of his family, but the 
tribute of respect was universal. There 
was no exception anywhere to the ex- 
pression that the nation had lost one 
of its ablest men, and the greatest man 
of his generation in bis »wn state. 


By tie grave stood the chief magis- 


trate of the nation, and behind the 
ropes were the street arabs of General 
Harrison's city; every grade of human 
life in America, between the two, was 
represented in the crowd, and among 
them all there was but the feeling that 
a man had died who was honest at all 
times with himself and with others, and 
whose ability and character were such 
as the nation could ill afford to lose. 


The services at the church and grave 


were simple in the extreme, all in most 
excellent taste, and there was an utter 
absence of friction in everything that 
was done. 
All was well ordered and 


well performed. 


At the Harrison home, before the re- 


mains were taken to the First Presbj'- 
terian church, where the full service 
was held, there were brief exercises 
for the members of the family and the 
more immediate friends of General Har- 
rison.

A 'fresh egg has the yoke perfectly bal- j 


nnced in the middle of the white. Unless 
it remains thus balanced the chances are 
decidedly against its hatching. Brooding 
hens understand that. ^Vhen filling the 
nest, a hen turns over ail the eggs in it 
before she quits it after laying a new 
one. 


She knows, too, that in hot weather the 


eun will addle her eggs, so she chooses * 
shady nest spot. But in, winter a nest is 
ofteri made where the fullest sunshine 
streams into it. 


Brooding is throughout full of quaint 


surprises. Bjgs will hatch if kept at 
blood heat, 98 degrees. But they hatch 
more certainly and turn oat stronger 
chicks if the temperature is a degree or 
so higher. Just how it is done nobody 
knows, but mother hens some way con- 
trive to raise the normal heat of their 
bodies to the requisite pitch. Further, 
they strip the whole breast of feathers, so 
the eggs may have the benefit of full 
beat. Twice a day they turn over every 
cgS in "the nest, cuddling them separately 
Up underneath their beaks, making little 
soft half fretful chuckling noises the 
while. 


Hens are most uncnlculatlng egg steal- 


ers. All eggs in sight will be drawn into 
the nest, though the stolen eggs mav 
crowd out those legitimately there. Still 
in a way hens take stock of what they 
brood. With few eggs they sit prim, with 
trimly folded wines. With too many they 
sprawl all over the nest, xrhigs loose 
enough to let light between the feathers, 
cud frequently turn themsolvea about 
reaching for uncovered eggs and drawing 
them underneath the breast. 


A hen of average size cannot profitably 


cover more than 15 eggs. In cold weather 
13 is a better limit, although in midsum- 
mer the same hen might brood and hatch 
20. Left to themselves, the unchecked in- 
stinct of egg stealing with hens is apt to 
result in a nest full of spoiled eggs, with 
maybe one or two feeble chicks. 


Twenty-four hours of brooding makes 


hardly a perceptible change in an egg1. 
Sometimes in warm weather there is tbe 
least reddish tinge beside tbe whitish clot 
in which the germ lies. After 38 hours 
the clot shows a well defined drop of very 
red blood. In two days the blood drop has 
spread to veins and nrteiies. At the end 
of ten days the head is fairly well form- 
ed, though the trunk is still ragged. In 
two weeks the chick is recognizable as 
a chick, and if the shell envelope is bro- 
ken will quiver all through and feebly 
move the head. It has, however, no ves- 
tige of the downy coat it will wear a lit- 
tle later. The coat forms rather rapidly. 


The period of incnbation. for a chicken 


Is 21 days, and for two days before leav- 
ing the shell the young fowl is practically 
perfect, Yet it would not live were the 
shell forcibly removed. It spends the last 
two days gathering vital force to make 
' its own way out into the world. It lies

At 
full hatching time- the chick presses this 
triangle against the brittle shell and 
breaks a triangle hole in it, possibly a 
quarter of an inch across. An hour later 
the chick, having turned itself slightly, 
presses the beak against a new spot and 
makes a fresh break. As more air comes 
in the little creature RroTjg stronger. It 
writhes still more- strongl^in its prison, 
turning always frcra left to riotit. la 
two hours or ten it breaks the shell ia 
two and slips out into the nest, a wet acd 
wenry sprawlcr.

To the Consideration of Subject of 


Arbitration, but Desire Likely to Be 
Utihee4ed—Plans to Develop Means 
For Expansion of Trad* 


Washington, March 18.—Practically 


all of the South and Central American 
republics have accepted the invitation to 
participate iii the conference of Ameri- 
can republics, which is to be held in the 
City of Mexico next October. The pre- 
liminary work of the congress has been 
dlrncied from 
Washington, aa tha 


United States government has taken 
great interest in the meetiug, and has 
had the co-operation here of the repre- 
sentatives of the southern countries. 


Several of the republics already have 


chosen their delegates or have names 
under consideration. 
The personnel 


of the delegation 
from the 
United 


States is beginning to attract attention, 
and in southern circles there is an ear 
nest desire tbat at least one of the dele- 
gates from th!s country shall rustain 
some official relation to the state depart- 
ment. 
In the former congress, held in 


Washington, Mr. Blaine was a con- 
spicuous figure, and tbe southern re- 
publics are desirous that there be lik« 
prominence at the coming congress. 
Xittle attention has yet been given to 
the consideration of particular names, 
yet among those informally mentioned 
are Assistant Secretary of State Hill 
Director Eockhill of the bureau oi 
American republics and John B. Moore, 
who was assistant secretary of state 
under Judge Day's administration 01 
the state department. 


The sentiment for arbitration was 


strong in the last South American con 
gress, and in the recent congress at 
Madrid it again took form. 
At thej 


same time it has been understood thai 
Chile might net iesire to participate il 
the subject was to be discussed In such 
form as to involve the pending contro- 
versy between Chile, Peru and Bolivia 
In signifying her "purpose to accept, the 
Chilean authoi»les said iu substance 
tbat it would be conditional upon th& 
discussion of no topics which would 
involve pending questions in which thai 
country wfls concerned. 
From thU 


it has been inferred that the particulai 
question desired to be eliminated is that 
now in sharp dispute between Chile and 
Peru. 
On the other hanJ Peru looks 


forward quite confidently to this con- 
gress as a means of presenting her view 
of this long pending conflict. 
But in 


any event, it is not expected that a sub- 
ject of the magnitude of arbitration can 
be entirely eliminated from a congress 
of this character. 


Besides this topic it is expected thai 


the congress will deal with commercial 
affairs of interest to this country and 
the other republics, developing means 


i for thorough co-operation and mutual

COAfr STBIKE BTII.I, THREATEN- 


ING 


Just a week ago today the Transcript 


called attention to the threatening sit- 
uation. In the anthracite coal regions 
and pointed out that another great 
coal strike was by no means improbable. 
During the past eight days the situa- 
tion has not brightened. The proposi- 
tion of the c»al companies to continue 
the present rate of wages and present 
conditions from April 1 ,1901, to April 1, 
J902 ,has been rejected by the miners' 
union. A proposition that the coal com 
panles and coal-carrying 
railroads 


meet the miners in friendly conference 
over the points in dispute has been re- 
jcted by the companies and railroads. 
The miners have been, in convention- 
adjourning Saturday—and President 
Mitchell, their leader in the recent sue 
cessful strike, was with them. This 
convention has not resulted in remov- 
ing any of thte difficulties. An official 
-pronunciamento given out from it Sat- 
urday plainly shows the determination 
of the miners and brings a strike 
nearer than was believed. Part of the 
pronunciamento follows: 


"We authorize our nati'onal president 


national executive board and the offi- 
cers of districts Nos. 1, 7 and 9 to nego- 
tiate, if possible, for a joint conference 
Of the miners and operators between 
this date and April 1, 1901. 


"In the event of the failure to secure 


a joint conference they may, by a ma- 
jority vote, decide the plolicy of our 
movement, even if it is necessary to 
resort to -a suspension of work to en- 
force the justice due us as producers 
of wealth, fully equal with our em- 
ployers. 


"A motion was then made and unan- 


imously agreed to that all anthracite 
miners would respond to a call for a 
suspension of work should the execu- 
tive officers fail to arrange a j'oint con- 
ference with the operators, and if the 
operators ignored 
the 
overtures of 


their employes 'and forced the miners 
to engage in a strike the officials of 
the organization were empowered to 
request all men employed in or about 
the minesv ctrippings or collieries to 
cease work." 


The companies were not prepared for 


this declaration, but they say they will 
not yield, that they will not recognize 
the union and that a strike might as 
•well come riow as any time. They say 
tha winter coal demand is over and 
that orders are rapidly declining. 
These facts, they declare, put them in 
a position to make the fight. 


There will be anxious times In the 


coal regions between now and April 1.

nelly made good use of his popularity. 
He seized upon the occasion of last 
night to instruct his audience regard- 
in* a magnificent and much over-look- 
ed chapter of history. This is a public 
service. 


None of us is so fixed in ways and 


opinions as to refuse 
honor where 


honor is due, and all of ua will pay 
tribute to the great, heroic souls of 
Ireland, that lived ID the period in- 


iFWSPAPFRflRCHIVE®— , 


eluded in the time from the fourth to 
the eleventh centuries of our era. For 
a part of that period for three or four 
centuries; at least, Irish scholarship, 
Irish Christianity and Irish civilization 
formed the most brilliant jewel of the 
west. 


There is no history so entrancing, 


none so compelling of admiration and 
sympathy as the history Of Ireland for 
some centuries after the days and la- 
bor of St. Patrick* In fact the ad- 
miration will extend to the opening 
years of the eleventh century, when, 
'on Good Friday, in the year 1014, Brian 
Boru, the greatest of the kings of 
Ireland, fought and won the last great 
battle, the battle of Clontarf, for 
Christianity and for Irish independence. 
The opposing hosts were the invading 
Danes—the first Invaders of Ireland, 
for the Roman never dared to touch 
that Island. Brian fell, but saved his 
kingdom. 
The Danes were routed, 


great slaughter being the lot of both 
sides to the mighty conflict, and Ire- 
land was left to itself until the Anglo- 
Norman invasion of a century and a 
half later when what may be said to 
be the modern struggle began. 
Un- 


fortunately Ireland invited her enemy 
by her internal strfe, and there are 
Irish names in history over against 
which the Ireland of today § and the 
light of today do not write loyalty. 


But the picture painted by Rev. Mr. 


Donnelly of the golden age cf Ireland 
is not too glowing and is accurate in 
its drawing. In Christianity, in letters, 
in lav/, in music, in art, in almost all 
things that make civilization, Ireland 
was the home and defender when her 
sister peoples were asleep in paganism 
and so ferocious that the missionary 
spirit in Rome was chilled at 
the 


thought of coming to their enlighten- 
ment. 
And when St. Augustine set 


foot in Britain he found the Irish 
Christians working down from 
the 


north where they had begun under St. 
Columba. This was two centuries after 
the days of St. Patrick's labor, before 
which. Christianity was not wholly un- 
known to Ireland. It is true there was 
a British church antedating this time- 
history Is silent whence its origin un- 
less it was Asia Minor itself—but the 
barbarian had wiped it out. However, 
the fact is Worth emphasizing that 
Ireland had ended her golden age, the 
age in which she did so much for the 
world, before the days of Richard, the 
lion heart, to which a large part of 
British tradition attaches, and which, 
from the narrow point of view, seem 
almost to be days in the beginning of 
English history. 


The future of Ireland as prophesied 


by John Boyle O'Reilly and quoted by 
Rev. Mr. Donnelly Is not a hopeless or 
impossible dream. Already there are 
signs" of the morning. The national 
spirit of Ireland is more alive today 
than it has been for many decades. A 
larger measure of home control is ac- 
corded to her, she is governed by juster 
laws, 
her Individuality is far more 


pronounced, her sons are forming a 
world sentiment In her favor by their 
valor and worth, and her language and 
literature are -known and studied wher 
ever the English language is spoken. 
On the news-stands in North Adams 
one may pick up periodicals devoted to 
the tongue, tradition and history of 
Ireland. Whether the 20th century will 
see Irelapd an .independent nation is a 
question very much m doubt, but that 
it will see Ireland and its spirit and 
treasures pushed to the front Is al- 
ready assured.

liams Sunday 


NEITHER CUSS CARRIED 
CANES 


Freshmen Recovered Only • Third of 


the Whole, and Agreement Was 


Reached Between Classes. 


The Shirt Tail Parade 


Neither the freshmen or sophomores 


of Williams college carried canes to 
chapel yesterday afternoon, but in- 
stead locked arms and two by two, a 
sophomore and a freshman, marched 
up the walk, between the senior and 
junior classes, which were drawn up 
on either side. This arrangement was 
agreed upon at class meetings held by 
the two lower classes. The procession 
was watched by a liage number of 
townspeople. 


The canes recovered Saturday con- 


stituted only a third of the whole 
number and for this reason the class 
did not carry them, while the sopho- 
mores agreed 
to 
do like^vihe. 
The 


seniors and juniors carried their class 
canes. This ends one of the most ex- 
citing incidents in the undergraduate 
history of the college. 


Saturday afternoon was more. Quiet 


than the forenoon, the basket ball 
game between Williams and Harvard 
drawing a large part of the student 
body to the gymnasium. Shortly be- 
fore evenirw, however, the sophomores 
became alarmed by disturbing rumors 
regarding- the canes and 
soon 
they 


were darting here and there to learn 
if the report that the.canes had been 
recaptured was true. The men who 
fled with the canes were sought out and 
they gave credence to the report, but 
they assured the class that if any had 
been secured by the freshmen it was 
only a part of the whole number. The 
freshmen went wild with joy at the 
news and later 
whea confirmation 


came they felt much relieved. 
The 


fres'hman cane committee succeeded in 
loeaiing -a part of the canes in Pownal, 
Vt., and swore out a search warrant 
to go through the house of Pliny Blan 
chard, a farmer living between Pownal 
and Bennmston. Deputy Sheriff Mer- 
chant served the warrant and thirty 'of 
the one hundred canes were recovered. 
They were brought to the Massachu- 
setts line by the officer, -where they 
were met by a team and a Williams- 
town man and placed in safe keeping. 


The sophomores after capturing tae 


canes in White Oaks from the house of 
the minister, fled towards Pownal. The 
freshmen cane.^ commit tee gave chase 
and was soon hot on the trial of the 
sophomores,.whose horse was fatigued. 
When the.sphomores realized that their 
horses eou|d not keep ahead of the Dur- 
suing freshmen, who had a fresh ani- 
m.»l, they began to dispose of 
the 


canes in small bunches and those re- 
covered by the freshmen constituted 
the last bunch. 


Saturday evening the annual "shirt- 


tail" parade was held and was very 
successful. The display of fire works 
exceeded that of recent years and the 
parade w-as not m'oiested on the line 
oS march, which was from thfc opera 
house on Water street to the Greylock 
hotel on Main street and back to the 
old campus. The class carried several 
transparencies, 
which were 
mostly 


roasts on professors. On the campus 
the sophoinores circled about the fire, 
and whe,n the freshmen arrived they 
formed a, circle within the circle. Then 
the trumpet, was sounded and the 
sophomores stripped the freshmen of 
their r'obes. 
Two rushes 
followed, 


Sat xoyg e ,(pehEoM eEsj'lat .:gth 
after which the classes and spectators 
gathered about the wagon containing 
the committees and speakers, and lis- 
tened to the address. William H. 
Quirk, "01, of Geneseo, N. Y., was mas- 
ter of ceremonies, and was followed by 
John S. Cole, Jr., of Hinsdale, repre- 
senting the sophomore class, and Rad- 
cliffe Hermance of Poughkeepsie, N. 
Y., representing the freshmen class. 
AH of the speeches teemed with bits 
and roasts. The Consignment of the 
hatchet to the flames was the next 
duty of the master of ceremonies, and 
with a few words of «xplanation the 
big hatchet which had been carried in 
the parade was hurled into the fire 
and tieshmen and sophomores shook 
hands and agreed to bury past ani- 
mositips. With a cheer the 
party 


broke up and the students returned to 
their rooms after one of the most event 
ful days of late years at the Berkshire 
college.

Result of Financial Difficulties of the 


Company Made Public Some Time 


Ago. 
Mailed Notice 
After 


Leaving for Boston 


George W. Chase, president of the C. 


T, Sampson manufacturing company, 
eft the city this morning at 5 o'clock 
for Boston. This noon a letter waa re- 
ceived from him at the factory au- 
horizlng; the insertion of an advertise- 
ment in the local papers, announcing 
that the factory on Marshall street for 
rent or lease, and the land for rent, 
ease or sale. Mr. Chase had not an- 
nounced his intention before leaving, 
and this communication wa sreceived 
with surprise. It was evidently mailed 
by Mr. Chase after leaving for Boston. 


There was no one in the city who 


knew of Mr. Chase's plans as thus in- 
dicated, more than that it had been re- 
ported that he was to retire from 
Business. No date is set in the, adver- 
tisement by which time the factory 
most be sold, but it has been reported 
tnat he was to retire April 1. 


The factory is running as- usual to- 


day, but nothing is known as to how 
long it will continue running. Mrs. 
Chase s-aid this afternoon that she 
could n'ot say anything in regard to 
the matter, beyond the fact that Mr. 
Chase had no plans for the future. 


Some time ago it was announced that 


Mr. Chase had offered to compromise 
the liabilities of the firm by settling 
with the creditors at 50 cents on the 
dollar, wbxti was accepted

Following this Mr. Chase 


announced that he would rent a part 
of the factory, but ^his has not been 
done as yet. 


The present plant on Marshall street 


was started by the late C. T. Sampson 
in 1869, Mr. Sampson having been in 
the shoe manufacturing business for 
aome years before.

put another building 100 by 40 feet in 
size, and four stories high, practically 
doubling the size of the factory as it 
now stands. Work will be begun as 
soon as the ground is in condition, and 
it is expected to have the new building 
ready for the fall business. This will 
greatly increase the capacity of the 
factory, although just how much is not 
known.

WORD RECEIVED THIS AFTERNOON 


Enlisted at Local Recruiting Office a 


Year Ago, and Saw Service in 


China and the Philippines. 


Was a Good Soldier 


Another North Adams boy has been 


added to the list of soldiers who have 
died in the Philippines. Word was re- 
ceived this afternoon by the family of 
Otis W. Puffer that his death occurred 
at Manila several weeks ago as the re- 
sult of typhoid fever. 


The news came in a letter from the 


captain 'of the company to the young 
soldier's father, Henry I. 
Puffer of 


ummer street. The family had not 


known of the illness of the young man, 
and the news of his death came as an 
entirely unexpected blow. 


Otis Puffer enlisted at 
the local 


branch of the Springfield recruiting 
station about a year ago, and was as- 
signed to Company A of the loth in- 
fantry. He went at first to Plattsburg, 
and from there went with., his regi- 
ment to China, v/here he was stationed 
at Tien Tsin. About the middle of De- 
cember the regiment was ordered to 
the Philippines, and Company A was 
stationed at Manila. 


The letter bringing the news of his 


death said that he had been iU about 10 
days. The captain paid a high tribute 
to the faithfulness 'of the young sol- 
dier, saying that he was popular in the 
company and a good soldier. 


He was born in this city, and after 


attending the grammar schools worked 
in the shoe factories. He was later cm 
ployed as a bell boy at 
the "Wilson 


hotel, which position he held when he 
enlisted. 


He leaves besides his father, two 


brothers, Fred, who is a bell boy at 
the "Wilson house and Harry who lives 
with relatives in Stamford. 


It is probable that the body will be 


sent here for burial.

thunder'ng down from the north and 
east and threatened to sweeo out of 
existence every vestige of Christian- 
ity and to involve in irreparable ruiri 
the culture and refinement of aees, Ire- 
land knew not the shock of war and in- 
vasion and within' her sheltering shores 
peace reigned and religion and civiliza- 
tion found a secure refuge. Hers was 
the proud distinction of holding the ini- 
tellectual supremacy of all Christen- 
dom, 
anu European nations, in admira- 


tion and reverence saluted her as the 
queen of civilization and religion. Well 
might the Anglo-Saxon 
Aldhelm of 


Malmesbury, in the 8th century, write 
to Erin as a 'country rich in the wealth 
of science .and as thickly set with 
learned men as the firmament is with 
stars.' Well might Dr. Johnson declare 
her to be 'the school of the west, the 
quiet habitation of sanctity anU liter- 
ature,' for in the words of Nicholson: 
'Within a century after the death of 
St. Patrick, the Irish seminaries had so 
increased that most parts of Europe 
sent their children there to be educated 
and drew thentee their bishops and 
teachers.' 


"The great Montalembertdoes n'ot hes 


ilate to say 'Ireland was then regarded 
by all Europe as the principal center of 
knowledge and piety. A vast and con- 
tinluous development of literary and re- 
ligious effort is there apparent, superior 
to any that could be seen in any other 
country in Europe. 
The monasteries 


which gradually covered the soil were 
open to all, the jf.or and the rich, the 
slave as well as the free, the child arid 
the old nmnl ha.d free access and rwiid 
nothing. Nor did they confine the bene- 
fits of their literary and religious in- 
struction to the natives &f 
Ireland. 


Their doors were open with admirable 
gerferosity to strangers of every coun- 
.try and every condition, above all to 
those who came from the neisrhborine; 
island, England, some to go from house 
to house in search of books and teach- 
ers capable of explaining those books. 
For 400 years the schools of the island 
maintained the great reputation which 
brought so many successive generations 
to dip deeply there into the living wat- 
ers of knowledge and faith. 


From England, France, Germany arJd 


Italy came the flower erf the youth to 
slake their thirst for knowledge in her 
fountains of learning. 


"But tHe story of Ireland's glory is 


not yet finished. Her sons wentforthto 
win back to higher efforts people who 
had been converted but who had fallen 
away from the true standard of Christ- 
ian life. They went forth, too, to bring 
the heathen peoples the knowledge of 
the true God and the fruits of reaenro- 
tion. History affords no more brilliant 
example of the true apostolic spirit than 
that ' shown by the numerous bands 
of missionaries who set out from her 
shores. The great universities of Paris 
and of Pavia were both founded by Ir- 
ish scholars. Scotland, Germany and 
Switzerland were evangelized by Irish 
monks, while England, France, Spain, 
Italy> Alsace, Loraine, Bavaria, and 
Thuringia have all been the scenes of 
the arduous labors of her faithful sons, 
and can give-to the world a glowing 
testimony of their learning, their vir- 
tues, and their zeal. No hardship was 
too great for them. No opposition could 
check them. They kjfew no feaj. 


The, German antiquary, Wattenbach, 


tells us, 'Above all 'others the Irish 
went forth into every part 'of the world 
They filled England and the neighbor- 
ing islands. In France they were every 
where to be met with and they made 
their way even into the heart of Ger- 
many.' 


"As in the days of her glory, so, too, 


during the prolonged period of 
her 


agony, Ireland remained Catholic still. 
'Oh, how the heart sickens and the 
eyes grow dim at the multiplied hor- 
hors of this long night of centuries, 
during which a tortured nation writhed 
beneath the lash of a foreign foe and 
stood forth in the eyes of the world 
c'overed with stripes and bathed in 
blood.' 


"The Dane, the iNOrman and the Sas 


senach came to rob her of her former 
greatness but, though they pillaged her 
cities and rifled her treasures, pulled 
d'own her schools and demolished her 
altars her true glory they could never 
diminish, for her faith they could nev- 
er destroy. Every means that diabol- 
ical hatred could contrive, every force 
that human power could wield, was 
used and used in vain to shake her al- 
legiance to God. 


"The merciless fury of a William, a 


Henry, an Elizabeth and a Cromwell 
could break up her homes exile and 
sell into slavery her sons and her teach 
ers, could murder her daughters and 
butcher her priests, the mighty en- 
gine of hostile legislation could grind 
into dust the nationality of a suffering 
people, but the combined p'owers of 
earth and of hell could never crush 
out her spirit, could never extinguish 
her faith. God in heaven alone can tell 
the full extent of the burden of sorrow 
and suffering- that weighed down an 
afflicted people. As a result of it all. 
Ireland's noble manhood, Ireland's in- 
domitable spirit and Ireland's unyield- 
ing faith still iived on. To degrade 
that manhood, to crush out that spirit 
•and to uproot that faith came the 
crowning infamy of all, ihe system of 
penal laws, which, for brutality, In- 
humanity, crying injustice, have never 
been parallelled in the annals of the 
world. No need for men of our lan- 
guage to be told their shocking details. 
Lot, UF, however, hear the calm esti- 
mate of that iniquitous system as form- 
ed by competent and impartial wit- 
nesses and by them proc'aimed to the 
world. 


"The immortal statesman Burke has 


branded the system as a 'machinte of 
wise and elaborate contrivance and as 
well fitted for the oppression, impover- 
ishment and degradation of a feeble 
people and the debasement m them of 
human nature itself as ever proceeded 
from the perverted ingenuity of man.' 
'The memory of this code,' sayaGoldwin 
Smjth, 'will remain a reproach to hu- 
man nature and a terrible monument 
f>( tl.u viloness into which nations- may 
be led when their religion has been 
turned into hatred and they have been 
tnuoht to beliew that th^ indulgence 
of tne most malignant passions of man 
is an accepted offering to God, for it 
was a code of degradation and pros- 
cription not only religious and political 
but social. John Morley adds his testi- 
mony to the same effect; 'Protestants 
love to dwell upon 
tVst horrors of 
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the revocation of the edict of Nantes, 
of the proscriptions o£ Philip the sec- 
ond and of the inquisition. Let them 
turn candidly to the history of Ireland 
from' 1691 to 1798 and they will perceive 
that the diabolical proscription of the 
penal laws and the frenzied atrocities 
with which the Protestants suppressed 
the Catholic rising at the close of the 
century are absolutely unsurpassed in 
history. The penal code has often been 
transcribed. In a country where the 
toleration of Protestantism is constant 
ly overvaunted it can scarcely be tran 
scribed too often.' 


"When at last, driven almost to de- 


spair thousands of her people sought 
in a strange land the liberty and peace 
denied them at home, they brought 
their faith and their love of freedom 
with them and handed them down to 
us as the most precious heirlooms they 
could leave. Ten thousand disasters- 
can not rob men of the inalienable 
right of ever"y 
human 
being. 
No 


amount 
of 
oppression can justify 


crime. No excess of cruelty can change 
into right what is mere brute force and 
inhuman might. 


"The first shot fired at Lexington, 


that shot 'heard round the world' rang 
in the ears cf the exiled sons of Erin 
and shoulder to shoulder they marched 
with the colonists, side by side they 
fought where the battle waged the 
fiercest, side by side ^ney fell in the 
conflict and mingled their dust in. a 
common grave as heroes and martyrs 
for freedom. 


"So, too, has it been throughout the 


entire course of our nation's career. In 
time of peace and prosperit 
Irish 


brain and brawn played a mighty part 
in developing the wonderful resources 
and in building up the granu Institu- 
tions of a powerful nation. In time of 
strife and danger they rallied and M-' 
fered their breast as a rampast for 
the protection of our country, for the 
preservation of her institutions and the 
maintenance of her liberty. The thrill- 
ing record and grand achievements W 
men of Irish blood in every struggle 
that has thrown its shadows across the 
pag-es of our history have been written 
in letters 'of imperishable glory, 
a 


glory that no excess of race prejudice 
or calumny can tarnish, letters that 
the roll of centuries will never efface. 


"The Emmet guards' of my native 


city cf Worcester, in the dark and try- 
ing times of the civil war, proved 
where Irishmen have always stood, 
where they never fail to stand when 
duty beckons and country calls. A few 
ysars previous many of tnem had been 
members of an organization which in 
an evil hour of frenzied .bigotry had 
been disbanded at the "outcry; raised'oy 
a set of blinded fanatics-Yet they forgot 
the insult put upon their race and their 
creed, and like real patriots, set the 
needs of country above the- rights of 
self and gallantly marched to the na- 
tion's defense. How well they acquitted 
themselves in the fray, has been her- 
alded to the world 'by that grand 
old man, the 
senior^' senator 


of 
Massachusetts, 
your 'own Hon. 


George F. Hoar. Ask him where stood 
the men of Catholic creed and Irish 
race and in ringing tones that will 
linger with you throngh life he will 
tell you with all the burning fire and 
sweeping force of his irresistible elo- 
quence, the glorious record of the he- 
roes, O'Neil and Daly -"and McCon- 
ville, and the others wh6 went down 
with them to death that the Union 
might live and the flag- of liberty con- 
tinue to wave.

Artist Say* They're the Eo*f«a« 


In. th* World to Draw. 


"It is a very iinfttlar fact," said a lo- 


cal artist, "that the human face is the 
easiest thing to draw in the world. One 
who had never tried would naturally sup- 
pose that th* exact reverse would be the 
case, for tke reason that there is nothing 
in nature ao mobile and in a sense of the 
word so varied. It is a trite saying, you 
know, that it would be impossible to find 
two men on earth who look exactly alike, 
and none of us need be told that there 
is always a mysterious something that 
differentiates the faces with which we 
are familiar from every other face we 
ever encounter. 


"But fer all that," the artist went on, 


"the human features in the abstract can 
be suggested with an ease that is aston- 
ishing. Scrawl a wary line with a few 
irregular zigzags, made absolutely with- 
out purpose, and you have done the trick. 
Anybody with the slightest talent for 
drawing will transform it into a face in 
a twinkling by the addition of a dot for 
an eye aud possibly a ssall quirk for a 
nostril. Oae of the zigzags does duty as 
a forehead, another becomes a nose, and 
two or three more form a mouth or a 
chin. It ii very curious and makes a 
good game. Mere than once I have amus- 
ed myself by cevcriag a sheet of paper 
with aimless scrawls and then going over 
them a ad deretoping the faces. 
They 


would exhilfcit all «orts of characters- 
fierce, foolish, pompous, jovial, stupid, 
canning, bland, scheming. No two were 
ever alikt, and some of them were strik- 
ingly realistie. Several years ago a north- 
ern newspaper man made what he 
thought waa a remarkable discovery— 
merely tfcat a small wad of paper placed 
on a table near a lighted lamp would 
almeit invariably cast a shadow that 
•would form the outlines of a grotesque 
face. It was really nest to impossible 
for it to do anything else, but he wrote 
several articles on the 
subject and 


fancied he had struck a big thing until 
some artist friend told him different. 
The readiness with which the vague 
patterns of old wall paper lend them- 
selres to the forming ef queer, leering 
faces is another, bit of evidence to sustain 
my point. 


"You will understand, of course, that I 


have no reference to portrait "work. That 
is extremely, supremely difficult, and the 
ability to catch a likeness is pretty near- 
ly a gift from the gods. I am speaking 
simply of more or leap distorted lines that 
nevertheless promptly suggest the human 
face. It is not so with the lower ani- 
mals. To make a picture that anybody 
will recognize at once as a horse, a dog or 
a cow requires a good deal of skill and 
technical knowledge. A cat is still hard- 
er. There are many eminent artists who 
could not draw a cat from memory to 
save their immortal souls."—New Orleans 
Times-Democrat.

and tonight and. tom'orrow night in 
every quarter of the globe the Irish 
race will gather in hall, lyceum and 
banquet and honor the memory of Ire- 
land's patron saint, St. Patrick. The 
life of St. Patrick has been told by 
many authors. The traducing pens of 
hostile English historians have at- 
tempted the task, and they have been 
as successful in misrepresenting St. 
Patrick, as they have been in misrep- 
resenting the Irish race. England is a. 
cruel and most heartless tyrant, and 
she employs the pen of men like Foule, 
and the lies of men like Titus Oates t'o 
bolster up her infamy. 


But I am here tonight t ospeak on 


St. Patrick.' Who- was St. Patrick, 
from what race, from what land does 
he c'ome, who are his antecedents, and 
hav«t, tre - any ^true stolFy to tell of a 
saint of the early days of the fifth cen- 
tury? I answer yes. So we must first 
of all find out where and when fac. Pat- 
rick was born, and the result 'of the 
latest and most profound research ana 
study carries us back to ancient Gaul, 
and in this famed province of the 
Roman empire St. Patrick was born. 
A»-d here in the land 'of Gaul and the 
city of Boulogne-sur-Mer, the famed 
old city of the sea, he was born in the 
year 372 A. D..

It would now seem frem experiments 


which have been carried on in the Uni- 


! versity of Iowa that w« do not taste many 


of the things which we eat at our daily 
meals. It IB asserted confidently tbat we 
merely tmell them. If the nose is tightly 
closed in tha ordinary man and he is 
blindfolded, he will not be able to distin- 
guish coCeefroin water or a weak solution 
of quinine. This hew been proved by ex- 
perimental made on many persons. Com- 
mon coffee was said to be water; it was 
also said to be quinine. Water wa» said. 


I to be coffee. 
Tea was called coffee. Tur- 


key was called pork. Raw apple was call- 
ed grape juice. Malt extract was sherry 
wine. Lard was pronounced butter. In 
short, experienced persons were unable to 
distinguish many common foods and 
drinks when sensatton* of smell were re- 
moved, and the conclusion was reached 
that a person might even practice economy 
in eating fey merely blindfolding the eyes 
and substituting lard, pork and beef for 
butter, turkey and venison, while if the 
further precaution was taken to close the 
nose, a very weak solution of quinine 
would pass for good coffee and vinegar for 
the most costly wine. 


The experiments which led to these con- 


clusions were carried on by Professor G. 
T. W. Patrick of the University of Iowa, 
who communicated some of the results of 
bis work to the American Psychological 
eociety. Professor Patrick was enabled to 
attain great accuracy in his work by tho 
fact that one of the persons he experiment- 
ed upon was an anosmic — that is, abso- 
lutely devoid of the sense of smell. He 
was enabled thus to determine which sen- 
sations were those of taste and which were 
smell. He experimented also on normal 
subjects, and some ot the results were sur- 
prising. 


There are only four simple taste sensa- 
tions — namely, sweet, bitter, sour and 
salt. It is sold by some that there are 
only two, roest and bitter. All other sen- 
sations which are commonly called tastes 
are complex results of sensation of smell, 
touch, temperature and sight. The means 
by which we distinguish almost all of our 
common foods and drinks is not the sense 
of taste so much as it is the senses of smell, 
touch and sight and temperature. All tha 
fine, differences by which we distinguish 
the various finite, meats and drinks de- 
pend not upon taste at all, but upon these 
other senses. Pure sensations of taste add 
hardly more than a certain emotional ele- 
ment to the complex sensations. — Detroit 
Free Press

KoninOammtiblc Rubber Tubing. 
Consul Hughes of Coburg, Germany, 


reports that Muller & Korte of Pankow, 
near Berlin, has brought oat a new 
kind of rubber tubing to be used in 
eases where damage to the rubber is to 
be feared either from the flame itself 
or by contact with hot dishes or stands. 
The rubber tube is sheathed with as- 
bestus and the asbestos coated with in- 
combustible paint lest the fibers should 
peel off. The tubing remains pliable 
and can be cut as before. Burners with 
such rubber tubes raay be placed on 
eand baths or hot stoves. The protec- 
tion is of course not absolute, for when 
the heat becomes too strong the rubber 
inside will give way. The well known 
pipes with metallic spirals were orig- 
inally made with the same object, but 
they have found other useful applica- 
tions, and they differ from these new 
tubes by being bard and inclined to 
break.

St. Patiick's day was celebrated by 


the Hibenians of North Adams yester- 
day as never before. Instead of separate 
celebrations in the form of banquets 
the two divisions of the A. O. H. united 
in securing Rev. 3. J. Donnelly to de- 
liver an address, and the success of the 
e\ ent was a striking endorsement of 
the wisdom of the divisions as well as a 
flattering tribute to the clergyman or- 
ator who was the central figure of the 
evening. 


Richmond theater was the scene of 


the enthusiasm, the house being packed. 
Not only was every seat taken, with all 
six boxes occupied, but about 250 seats 
were placed on the stage, every one at

were unable to gain admission, for no 
more were allowed to enter than! could 
secure seats. 


The occasion was a veritable triumph 


for Rev. J. J. Donnelly, for the recer- 
tion accorded him was an ovation of 
the sincerest sort. Rarely does a local 
clergyman meet with such a tribute as 
was this, when, after being greeted by 
a remarkable demonstration, he held 
the almost breathless attention of so 
tremendous an audience for over an 
hour, being greeted again at its close 
with, a tumult of applause that was 
long m spending itself. 


The divisions of the A. O. H. are to 


be congratulated most warmly for pro- 
vidiij-j this opportunity for the public 
of the city to hear an oration such as 
this was and there were none in the vast 
audience who will not long remember it 
as an event to be cherished for the en- 
thusiasm displayed and the excellence 
of the effort which inspired it. Rev. Fr. 
Donlnellj's subject was "Why we ob- 
serve the day," and the abstract below 
can convey only a part of the impres- 
sion of strength given by the address as 
it was delivered.

He 
then introduced Rev. C. E. Burke, pas- 
tor of St. Francis church, as chairman 
of the evenirJg. Rev. Fr. Burke was 
greeted with applause, and made a brief 
speech, sayjng that there was little 
need for him to reter to the reasons for 
observing the day, since that was left 
to better hands. His part would there- 
fore consist of announcing the numbers 
on the program as it had been! arranged 
by those in charge. 


There was a song by Miss Genevleve

Hev Fr. Donnelly'* Addre»« 


After an introductory word or two 


Rev. Mr. Donnelly said, 


"I would ask you to scan with me 


briefly and swiftly one or two of the 
most thrilling epochs in the history of 
our mother country, in ortfer that tread- 
ing once more the ground we have so 


frequently and so lovingly traversed 
in thought, moving again in spirit 
through the scenes of the past where- 
in that motherland appears in the full 
majesty of a dignity and a greatness 
that is peerless, not to say surpassed, 
we may strengthen the connection Idng 
since formed and stiil deeply rooted 
in our mind*-that it is eminently fit- 
ting that our people should observe 
this day. 


If, in the course of our discussion, 


we give expression to views o- an ap- 
preciation of fact that perhaps might 
seem calculated to wound the feelings 
of some of our hearers, we need hardly 
assure them that nothing could be fur- 
the from our mind. At the same time 
we would remind those friends that it 
is the business of history to deal with 
the truth and with facts. And he who 
would study aright the scene depicting 
events and ages past and gone must 
take into account the shade as well as 
the light in the picture. As a proof of 
our o-ftn effort to be fair we will state 
that the authorities whom we may site 
to subfatanUaie GUI- view, though men 
of eminent and internationkl repute, are 
in nearly every instance, neither of Our 
own creed nor of our race. 


"The practice of venerating her saints 
and of invoking them in prayer has al- 
ways been a distinguishing feature of 
Catholic worship. Begun in the in- 
fancy of the church it has kept pace 
with her growth until today it is as 
widespread as she herself is universal 
For men find no little comfort in a 
practice

anism and superstition, came, bringing 
with him the light of the gospel and Op- 
ented their eyes to see and know, and 
their hearts to love and to worship the 
one true God. Our debt of gratituae 
is commensurate with the "priceless 
value of the gift which he brought. He 
was the instrument chosen by God to 
bring to our fathers the inestimable 
gift of faith, that true and sacred faith 
which ever since his day has beeri 
handed down from generation to gen- 
eration, 
cherished 
and 
generously 


guarded as the richest inheritance that 
a father could leave to his child. 


"To St. Patrick, under God, were our 


fathers indebted for the solution of the 
problem they had been unable hitherto 
to solve, the great problem that even 
the most cultured minds had never 
been able to solve, as long as they re- 
He<3 on their o-n n unaided reason and 
rejected the light of Godrs revelation'. 
And, if today it is our privilege to pro- 
fess the true faith, to enjoy the benefits 
of that true religion with all its beauty 
and majesty, its completeness and re- 
sources, its infinite blessings and its 
sweet consolations, we owe it originially 
to that great saint whom the whole 
Catholic world and the Irish Catholic in 
particular is proud to do honor today.
